Apparently Successful. | 


(Dr. William Pickering of Cal | 
Tech’s Jet Propulsion Labora- | 
tory, told the United Press at 
Pasadena that the launching 
“was apparently successful.” 
He said that the satellite had | 
passed over Grand Turk island 
in the Atlantic and “that its | 
signal has been acquired by the 
minitrack station at Antigua.” 

(The. United ress said the 
minitrack station at El Dora- | 
do, Calif., “apparently” picked 
up the radio signal of Explorer 
li, indicating the new satel- 
lite had all but completed its 
{first trip around the world.) 

The launching came just 33 
days after another Jupiter C 
launched the free world’s first 
satellite. It still is circling the 
earth. So is the Soviet Sputnik | 
II. 

The 70-foot launching rockets | 
were identical. The new satel- 
lite vehicle, like the one that 
preceded it, was a metal tube | 
more than six feet long and 
six inches in diameter. 

Four-Stage Rocket. 

The four-stage rocket roared 


away from its concrete launch- 
ing stand at 1:28 p.m. 


yellow and orange flame. 

Within 25 seconds it had 
climbed into an overcast at 
about 5000 feet and was out of 
sight. 

Even after it disappeared the 
Jupiter could be heard roar- 
ing skyward. 

It appeared to he a fine 
launching, and signals from | 
the rocket immediately after | 
launching indicated it was fly- | 
ing smoothly and directly into 
space. 

The signal came from a piece 
of telemetry equipment which 
produces a whine that is below 
the audible level at the start 
of the missile’s flight but could 
be heard as soon as the rocket 
picked up speed. Its pitch rose 
as the missile’s speed_ in- 
creased. 

The sound was designed to 
build up in intensity until the 
Redstone’s first stage burned 
out. when it would end. 

The sound did end within 
two and a half minutes, the 
burning time scheduled for the 
Redstone’s first stage. 

A few .minutes after the 
launching the Defense Depart- 
ment announced that the Army 
had launched a “multi-stage 
test rocket” but said it was 
too early to determine whether 
the satellite was in orbit. 

In Washington, President 
Eisenhower said, 
on being told of the Explorer's 
launching. He received word 
11 minutes after the rocket was 
fired. The delay was to make 
sure that all stages of the 
rocket had fired successfully.

Bucher, who is technical pro-

agency at Huntsville. 


Oberth, a member of the 
Peenemunde group headed by 
Wernher von Braun in World 
War II, visited Washington 
University and heard an ad- 
dress by Arthur C. Clarke, for- 
mer head of the British Inter- 
planetary Society. 


Informed that Explorer II 
had been launched, Oberth ex- 
pressed great satisfaction.

All of this no doubt sounds 
very remote and very un- 
alarming.

Even in Saudi Arabia, the 
governments are fundamentally 
precarious. If the Kremlin 
6teps forward as the Arabs’ 
champion against Israel, Nuri 
and all the others will have 
to accept the Kremlin’s cham- 
pionship. This, in itself, will be 
a wrenching, dangerously un- 
settling change of course, 
against the background of their 
vocal anti-Communism. 

Add the fact that the West: 
ern nations can hardly compete 
with the Kremlin in advocating 
Israel's dismemberment. Imag. 
ine the effect in Jordan, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia and all the other 
Arab lands, of the contrast be- 
tween the Kremlin urging Is- 
rael’s virtual destruction and 
the Western nations resisting 
this proposal. It can then be 
seen why the prospective So- 
viet maneuver has been de- 
scribed as the “ace that can 
take every card in the Areb 
pack.” 

If the remaining pro-Western 
Arab governments thus give 
Way to new regimes in ‘the 
Syrian-Egyptian style, it will 
be a body blow to the West 
as a whole. For Britain. the 
blow will be peculiarly severe, 
because Britain does not just 
need to be supplied With oil. 
Britain needs to own the oil 
sources, so that the profits 
frem the producing companies 
in effect pay for the oil that 
Britain consumes, as is the 
case at present. And a Syrian- 
Egyptian style regime at Iraq, 
while it may be glad enough to 
sell Iraqi oil to all comers, will 
be almost dead certain to na- 
tionalize the Iraq Petroleum 
Co. and to demand hard cur- 
rency repayment for Iraqi oil 
thereafter.

When Scientists Disagree 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a television interview last 
Sunday, Dr. Edward Teller said he 
was not worried about possible ill 
effects of global fallout from nu- 
clear explosions. On the other 
hand, I am very worried about-it, 
and have said so on a number of 


occasions. Who is right? ° To 
whom should the _ non-scientist 
listen? 


In the interview, Dr. Teller was 
asked a question with political 
overtones. Before replying, he 
carefully pointed out to his listen- 
ers. that a nuclear physicist is not 
an expert in such things. He said 
further that a scientist's opinion 
on-a subject about which he has 
no technical knowledge, is no more 


-§mportant than that of any other 


equally intelligent citizen. 


I cannot qualify in nuclear phys- 
ices but I know something about 
biological heredity and the cell as 
the basis of life. I am frankly a 
specialist; I have spent 22 years 
in research, thought and study of 
the voluminous literature on this 
subject. Does this qualify me? 

I say that the evidence indicates 
that world-wide doses of radiation, 
even though “small,” will have 
effects, and possibly important 
ones, on human health and on 
man’s genetic future. I thus be- 
lieve that global fallout is poten- 
tially dangerous and I think that 
every country involved should con- 
tinue to make vigorous attempts to 
eliminate it. 


When Dr. Teller says he is not 
worried about this, it may be well 
to remember that science is now 
so big that a brilliant physicist 
may not be equally competent in 
biology.

“The Congress may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation, or ina- 
bility, both of the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall then act as 
President, and such officer shall act accord- 
ingly until the disability be removed or a 
President shall be elected.” 


So reads Article II, Section 5 of the Con- 
stitution. It should be studied carefully by 
everybody in Washington who has been call- 
ing for a constitutional amendment to deal 
with the problem of presidential disability. 


‘It seems to us that the section quoted clear- 
ly indicates that a simple congressional 
statute would be enough. If Congress has 
power to legislate on the presidential succes- 
sion when both a President and Vice Presi- 
dent are disabled, who shall say that it does 
not have power to deal with the less likely 
situation arising from disability of the Presi- 
dent alone? Is it conceivable that the courts 
would hold Congress powerless to provide for 
the Vice President serving as acting presi- 
dent, when Congress is explicitly empowered 
to provide for a Secretary of State or Speaker 
of the House serving as acting president? 


The disclosure that President Eisenhower 
and Vice President Nixon have an under- 
standing on the matter insofar as it affects 
them has only redoubled the need for swift 
congressional action. Nobody, including the 
President and Vice President, can be sure 
that their understanding will, at some crucial 
moment, be sustained as having the force of 
law. Any act of a Vice President acting as 
President on a mere “understanding” could 
be challenged as illegal. But if Congress had 
previously legislated on the subject, in a way 
that is consistent with the section quoted 
above and not inconsistent with any other 
section of the Constitution, no such legal am- 
biguity would exist. 


There is, of course, no objection in prin- 
ciple to writing a disability clause into the 
Constitution. The objection is that, because 
of the time required for three-fourths of the 
states to ratify, there is very little possibil- 
ity that an amendment would apply to the 
present Administration. 


Yet it is this Administration far more than 
the next one which is likely to need a dis- 
ability clause. President Eisenhower himself 
recognizes the need by entering into his un- 
derstanding with Mr. Nixon. So long as a 
legal cloud hangs over that understanding, 
however, the situation is almost the same as 
if it did not exist. 


What is required is action to remove the 
uncertainty, not as it may apply to some fu- 
ture Administration, but as it definitely does 
apply to this one. 

Why not plug the loophole in the quickest 
possible way—by a simple act of Congress? 


The Fly-Later Plan 


Until a manned station in outer space be- 
comes reality, the nearest approach to it 
would be an atomic-powered airplane. Not 
having to refuel for weeks, the atomic plane 
should be able to cruise the skies of the 
world at will just as our atomic submarines 
now cruise the Seven Seas. 

Yet the Administration, after months of 
consideration, is reported to have abandoned 
a “fly early” plan in favor of what might be 
called a “fly later but 100 per cent militarily” 
plan. This means a delay of at least a year, 
maybe three. 


Congressman Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
warned after a visit to Russia last fall that 
Moscow was pressing ahead with develop- 
ment of an atomic plane. And United States 
military agencies have received a Soviet tech- 
nical book, “Nuclear Engines for Aircraft,” 
which they admit shows a high degree of 
competence in the field. Moscow already may 
be close to flying the first atomic plane. 

Does the Administration really want to lose 
this race, too? Has it so soon forgotten the 
bruises inflicted by the two Sputniks? Some- 
body decided that it wouldn’t matter if Amer- 
ica lost the satellite race, either; but once 
the race was lost, it mattered a great deal. Is 
the same process at work on the atomic plane? 


Civic Progress in Clayton 


The citizens of Clayton who produced the 
5-to-1 majority for the community’s $395,000 
park bond issue proposal are to be commend- 
ed. Their civic spirit and enterprise will be 
of benefit to the 18,000 people who live in 
Clayton and an incentive to other communi- 
ties in the ever-growing metropolitan area. 


Freedom to Sell 


General Electric’s abandonment of “fair 
trade” price fixing on its small electric ap- 
pliances, after throwing $2,000,000 and 3000 
lawsuits into the effort in the past few years, 
may mark the beginning of healthier condi- 
tions in retail merchandising. 

The fair-trade laws have long made more 
trouble than they were worth. Under them, 
manufacturers are allowed to dictate to re- 
tail merchants the prices at which their na- 
tionally-distributed, trade-marked products 
may be sold. Fair-trade laws would have been 
hopelessly unenforceable on first glance with- 
out what is known as “the non-signer clause,” 
which provided that if a single merchant in 
a state agreed with a manufacturer to main- 
tain fixed prices, every other merchant in 
the state was bound to abide by those prices. 

The “non-signer clause” was manifestly un- 
fair and oppressive, enforcing the terms of a 
private contract upon persons who had never 
agreed to it. High courts in 11 states have 
thrown out fair-trade laws or rendered them 
unenforceable by smiting down the non-sign- 
er clause. Since then fair-trade has been 
abandoned by such firms as Sheaffer Pen, 
Eastman Kodak, Bell & Howell, McKesson & 
Robbins, and Westinghouse Electric. Joining 
GE, perhaps the most adamant fair-trader of 
recent years, in the newest withdrawal, is. 
Sunbeam, GE’s biggest small-appliance rival.- 

The fair-traders, however, have not given 
up. The National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists has prepared a new fair trade bill, 
which has been introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Representative Harris of 
Arkansas. Whether it passes or not, it is, we 
believe, doomed to failure. For while there 
are some impressive arguments on the side 
of fair trade, the fundamental fallacy of it 
is that it attempts to conform the merchan- 
dising of goods to arbitrary terms of law in- 
stead of to realistic conditions of the market. 

While the immediate consequences of let- 
ting prices shake down in the market place al- 
ready include some price warring, there is 


reason for expectation that the long-term re- 
sult will be constructive. A retail merchant 
may now sell an iron, a toaster or a radio at 
whatever price he wishes, without being 
hauled into court or plastered with an in- 
junction. And as many customers as want 
to buy at the lower prices—presumably more 
than at the higher prices—may do so. 
What's wrong with that picture? 


Next Step on the Riverfront 


Development of the riverfront may turn 
out to be like an avalanche: slow in starting 
but fast once under way. A more co-opera- 
tive attitude on the part of the railroads, in- 
dicated at Mayor Tucker’s Monday meeting 
on track relocation, together with Secre- 
tary of the Interior Seaton’s statement last 
week that the national park might be part 
of the public works program to be recom- 
mended to President Eisenhower, raises hope 
that present obstacles can be disposed of. 

The day the dirt begins té fly—after two 
decades of delay—will be one for flying flags 
and parading bands. But on that day—or 
not long thereafter—St. Louis will have to 
undertake another obligation, that of provid- 
ing space for the cars now parked on the 
riverfront. The revised Saarinen plan calls 
for an underground garage for this purpose, 
accommodating 3500 to 4000 automobiles. The 
Government has given its consent to this un- 
derground use of federal property. The 
city will have to issue revenue bonds to meet 
its cost. 


Ever since May, 1946, when the National 
Park Service agreed to let the city use 37 of 
the 41 cleared blocks as a temporary parking 
site, municipal authorities have been aware 
that the approximately 4000 parking spaces 
so provided would have to be found else- 
where sooner or later. 


The city obtained federal permission to 
build an underground garage in 1950. The 
Bi-State Development Agency in 1952 offered 
a plan for a garage under the western part 
of the area, extending from Washington ave- 
nue to Market street, with space for 3760 
cars. Subsequently this plan was modified 
to permit building the garage in sections, 
starting in front of the Old Courthouse. The 
limited financing powers of the agency, how- 
ever, always kept it a doubtful participant in 
the riverfront development. 

The riverfront planners, like Saarinen, 
argue that it would be most economical to 
build the garage while the area is. being 
graded, one of the first operations to be un- 
dertaken. To take advantage of this econo- 
my, revenue bonds should be authorized in 
the relatively near future. Mayor Tucker, 
wisely enough, is taking a step-by-step ap- 
proach. No doubt he will address himself to 
the parking garage as soon as the track 
relocation issue is officially out of the way. 
Certainly a gradual shift from surface to 
underground parking, without delaying the 
development of the park and the building ef 
the arch, must be part of the plans. 


The Voters’ School Priorities 


In commenting on the proposed 21-cent 
school tax rise, several readers make the 
point that the St. Lonis system does not de- 
serve an increase until after the School Board 
makes a conscientious effort to implement 
the 1954 Kearney report. This $50,000 sur- 
vey by a Chicago management consulting 
firm said that non-instructional services were 
costing the city’s taxpayers $1,487,000 a year 
more than they should. 

We agree that the Board ought to have 
moved aggressively to put the Kearney recom- 
mendations into effect. But its failure to do 
so, while deplorable, clearly is irrelevant to 
the current financial crisis that the system 
faces. It is a separate problem involving a 
separate solution. If the 21-cent rise is not 
approved at the March 18 special election the 
only conceivable result is that the children 
will suffer. 

The practical way to force favorable action 
on the Kearney report is by changing the 
complexion of the Board, four of whose 12 
members will be up for election in April 
1959. Until then the voters of necessity have 
to live with the Board as it is. But while 
waiting for an opportunity to change the 
Board, surely the people would not condemn 
the system to deterioration. Taking first 
things first, the taxpayers ought to authorize 
the $1.51 tax levy now. 


Coincidence or Booby-Trap? 


The closer one looks at the “right to travel” 
bill, introduced by Senator Hennings and 14 
colleagues, the clearer becomes the need for 
improving it. The stated purpose and many 
clauses of the measure are splendid. Not so 
splendid is the loose language used in de- 
scribing those to whom the State Department 
might still, with the sanction of Congress, 
refuse passports. 

They include just about everybody who ever 
belonged to the Communist party or to any 
organization listed by the Attorney General 
as “a Communist-action, Communist-front or 
Communist-infiltrated” group, or anybody 
who supported the objectives of such groups. 
Under this language, a passport might be de- 
nied a patriotic member of a trade union 
once infiltrated by Communists, or members 
of the many groups organized for political, 
social or economic reform to which Commu- 
nists at one time or another gave their sup- 
port, asked or unasked. 

A bit of checking reveals that this lan- 
guage in the Hennings bill is substantially the 
same as that in the passport bill introduced 
in the House two years ago by Representative 
Francis Walter of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the Un-American Activities Committee — no 
friend of the right to travel. And a little 
more checking shows that Representative Wal- 
ter used substantially the language contained 
in the State Department’s passport directive 
of Aug. 28, 1952—the very directive under 
which the Department has been curbing the 
right to travel. 

As a matter of fact, the Hennings bill in 
one respect goes even farther than the de- 
partmental directive. This does not mention 
organizations on the Attorney General’s list, 
although its language and that of the Walter 
bill may be deemed to cover them. 

What has happened? Is the similarity of 
language sheer coincidence? Has Senator 
Hennings been booby-trapped? An early 
amendment of his bill is in order. 

The United States, of course, should pro- 
tect its security by refusing to facilitate the 
travel of an enemy. But the test should be 
personal; a passport should not depend on a 
vague association severed long ago.

ARE ACCREDITED 


Thirty-eight hospitals in the 
St. Louis area, including 31 in 
St. Louis, St. Louis county and 
St. Charles county and seven 
in Illinois, were included on 
the fifth annual list of hospitals 
accredited by the Joint Com- 
mission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals, it was announced to- 
day. 

Dr. Kenneth B. Babcock of 
Chicago, commission director, 
said that more than 4500 of 
7000 eligible hospitals in the 
United States, its possessions 
and Canada had applied for ac- 
creditation. and about 75 per 
cent of the 4500 had been 
placed on the list. 


“Accreditation of a hospital 
means;” he said, “that it had 
voluntarily submitted to a sur- 
vey of its facilities and its pa- 
tient care. It is a badge of 
recognition which the hospital 
can display to its community 
to prove that it conforms to 


the highest standards of pa- 
tient care.” 
Dr. Babcock pointed out, 


however, that omission of a 
hospital from the list did not 
necessarily mean that it had 
failed to pass an accreditation 
survey. ‘The accreditation pro- 
gram, he said, is voluntary and 
only those hospitals which re- 
quest surveys are visited. 

The joint commission is an 
agency established by five or- 
ganizations.

REINSTATED I 
PINBALL DISPUTE

CHICAGO, March 5 — The 
United States Court of Appeals 


yesterday reversed a federal | 


court dismissal of one count 
of a $1,000,000 damage suit 
brought by Jack Rosenfeld, St. 
Louis pinball machine distribu- 
tor, against the Bally Manu- 
facturing Co., Chicago, and 


Amusement Supply Co., East 


St. Louis. 

The count, which was or- 
dered remanded for a new 
trial, charges that the Bally 
firm violated federal anti-trust 
acts by selling pinball machines 
to the Amusement Supply Co. 
at a lower price than to Rosen- 
feld through a “regional com- 
mission” of $30 per machine 
paid to the East St. Louis dis- 
tributor. 

Dismissal of two other counts 
last May by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
was upheld by the appellate 
court. They alleged that Bally 


violated a contract purported- 


ly created when the company 
sent a letter to Rosenfeld say- 
ing “it has never been our 
practice to execute formal 
written agreements.” 
Territory Reassigned. 
Rosenfeld, who lives at 8 
Rio Vista drive, Ladue, testi- 
fied last April at the trial that 
George W. Jenkins, Bally vice 
president, told him in 1953 
that some of the territory for- 
merly serviced by Rosenfeld 
would be given to the Amuse- 
ment Supply Co. because of 


“commitments” in getting the 


Illinois Legislature to pass a 


law legalizing “free play” pin- | 


ball machines. 


Rosenfeld said he later 


learned that the owner of 
Amusement Supply was Merrill 
Yarborough, Miami (Fla.) gam- 
bler and pinball machine op- 
erator. 

In reversing Judge Hoff- 
man’s decision on the anti- 


trust count, the Court of Ap- | 


peals pointed out that the $30 
commission had been paid to 
Rosenfeld before August 1953. 

The court said the plaintiff 
contended that the designation 
of Amusement Supply Co. as 
a ‘regional distributor” instead 
of Rosenfeld was “arbitrary 
and not based upon actual eco- 
nomic functions performed.”

“WMS IN COMMITEE 


_ WASHINGTON, March 5 
|(UP)—The House Government 
Operations Committee today 
unanimously approved a bill 
aimed at ending some of the 
secrecy in government. 

The measure would trim the 
powers of government officials 
to withhold non-military infor- 
mation from the public. It was 
recommended by a subcommit- 
tee headed by Representative 
John E. Moss (Dem.), Califor- 
nia. 

Specifically, the bill deals 
with a law enacted in 1789 
known as the “housekeeping” 
statute. This law 
partment heads to prescribe 
rules for the custody and pre- 
servation of records. 

The bill approved by the 
| committee today would add the 
following saection to the law: 
“This section does not author- 
ize withholding information 
from the public or limiting the 

availability of records to the 
public.” 

Sponsors said enactment of 
the bill would place the burden 
on an official who wished to 
withhold information to find 
legal authority elsewhere than 
in this law. They contended 
there was ample authority in 
other statutes for keeping 
secret security information and 
data such as income tax re- 

turns.

The portrait started at the end with the killer 
caught, sentenced by a judge after a psychiatrist 
described the boy’s “extreme detachment and 
schizoid withdrawal,” and the last walk to the 
gas chamber. Over all this came the actual voice 
of the killer in a tape-recorded interview, saying 
among other things: “It’s awfully hard for me te 
connect with these robberies and say I did it. 


I know I did it but—sigh)—it just doesn’t seem 
real,” 


Then Stevens plunged back to the beginning and 
showed Bashor, the very picture of healthy normality, 
roughhousing with his girl. But soon he was snarling at 
her because she took a drink and we got a quick, terrify- 
ing glimpse of the boy’s childhood with an alcoholic 
mother who was never there when he needed her and 
who is the reason for the boy’s extreme withdrawal. 


THEN, with one sure-footed touch after another by 
author, director and star, the portrait of a man living 
in two worlds was built up. Though he hated women 
to touch the stuff, the guy drank with singleminded feroc- 
ity, lining the drinks up in front of him in threes and 
fours, drinking alone, seeking oblivion. The robberies 
which he performed barefooted were senseless. He didn't 
spend the money on himself or his girl; he gave money 
away freely to worthless friends and drank alone. 


When finally caught, we saw again with fresh eyes 
and deeper understanding the sentencing (the judge point- 
ing out that Bashor sincerely believed his criminal acts 
were committed by “someone else over whom he had 
no control”) and the last walk to the gas chamber. Again 
we heard a bit of*tape of the actual killer and his last 
words packed an awful wallop: “Such a shame the doctors 
and judges can't kill just the bad part of me and save 
the good part.” 


“CLIMAX,” OF COURSE, was dealing with a different 
breed of cat. It would be utterly impossible to make a 
sympathetic figure out of Albert Anastasia and almost 
impossible even to make a comprehensible human being 
of him. Eli Wallach delivered what amounted to a study 
in malevolence which, I thought, was not nearly monstrous 
or evil enough. Either as a semi-documentary or as fiction- 
alized biography, it was superficial but it had some wonder- 
ful quick scenes—Wallach demanding double pay from a 
gang leader as the camera switched from one startled face 
to another of the gangland’s henchmen, dockworkers 
gathering silently and impassively around a slain co-worker, 
the quietly efficient murder of Morris Diamond. 


The whole story was strung around a purported docu- 
mentary on Anastasia being prepared by Don Ameche as 
a TV commentator and here the show was at its weakest 
and most talky. Ameche’s role forced him to lay down 
moral preachments on Anastasia which were not only 
unnecessarily sticky but not even pertinent. The final 
pronouncement, “If you live by the sword, you die by the 
sword,” is just wishful thinking insofar as gangland figures 
re concerned. A great many of them—more's the pity—

‘Time Flies’ for Oldsters 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Isn't it actually true that 
“time flies” more quickly for the older person? There must 
be some scientific proof of this. Mr. Z.F. 


Answer: There are few persons over 50 or 60 who don't 
say: “There's no question. The days and years go by quicker 
than they did when I was a kid.” 

A recent study by H. Feifel, M.D., in the Journal of 
Gerontology seems to bear this out. There was an older 
group of 40 World War I veterans whose average age was 
67. The second group of 39 Korean war veterans averaged 
24 years. 

He found that the members of the older group under- 
estimated intervals of 30, 60, 180 and 300 seconds. And it 
also was evident that time seemed to go faster for pessi- 
mistic oldsters. 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Suppose a patient has an 
attack of chest pain and the electrocardiogram remains 
negative for days. Is there any other test that will help 
make the diagnosis? Sincerely, MR. 8.M. 


Answer: The electrocardiogram is only one of many 
procedures we use in evaluating chest pain. The history, 
physical examination and clinical experience of the doctor 
are still all-important. We do have laboratory tests that 
help confirm our findings. One, fairly new, is called the 
serum transaminase test. In cases of cardiac infarction 
following coronary thrombosis, the blood transaminase 
levels are higher than normal. These findings are espe- 
cially helpful in borderline cases when the diagnosis is in

Irish Weavers

NEW YORK, March 5. 


THERE ARE of us in 
the United States who like 
hand-woven Some- 
times we know where they 
come from and we 
don't, but some of the best 
come from the old Donegal 


The fate of these weavers is 
tied up with something we have 
just done to protect our wool- 
en-cloth industry. 

Tariffs are queer things. It 
is hard, when passing legisla- 
tion, to think in human terms 
and bother about individuals. 
So when we increased the 
tariff from 25 per cent to 45 
per cent after we had imported 
14,000,000 pounds of woolen 


the world, I don’t think our 
lawmakers gave much thought 
to what would happen to the 
weavers of Donegal. 


BY JULY 24 the quota was 
filled, but the people of Done- 
gal, who weave by hand, 
couldn't step up their pace and 
get more goods in before that 
date. So they were left with 
the prospect of having to add 
the extra duty to the already 
high price of hand-woven ma- 
terial, making it too expen- 
sive even for Americans to buy.

less than 3,000,000, bought 
$38,154,000 worth of goods 
from us. 


Killing the hand-woven tweed 
business is going to mean that 
the Donegal weavers will have 
no work. Women and children 
will be hungry and another in- 
justice will have been done 
through our strange web of 
tariff laws.

On the hillsides by the 
bay, I saw one clump of 
golden poppies. 

Well, we must get 
spring under way. Else 
the New‘ York writers 
will beat me to it. They 
are an eager bunch. Let 
a sparrow blow on his 
frosty hands outside Mor- 
iarty’s on Sixth, and half 
a dozen pundits are 
phoning in to replate. 
Spring! 

“What kind of a kite is 
it?” I asked the moppet. 

“A kite,” he said sul- 
lenly. When I was a Boy 
Scout I would have dusted up a smart cookie like that. 
I would have taught him to be thrifty, clean, reverent and, 
especially, courteous. 

It shows you how far I have come from kite-flying 
when a youth tells me: “A kite.” I could see for myself 
it was not a satellite. It was a mighty gaudy kite. No tail. 
I hardly see how he got it off the ground. 


In my youth, we did not buy flashy kites from 
the five-and-dime. Kites all covered with comic 
strip characters with funny balloons coming out 
of their mouths. We made our kites by crossing 
two sticks. We covered the sticks with fancy paper 
if we had any. And on the end we made a tail 
by tying little swatches of cloth every 12 inches 
in a string. 


The swatches were about the size of a girl’s hair 
ribbon. The best cloth to use was your mother’s old 
underwear. 


WHEN YOU ATTACHED a ball of string to this, you 
ran until it got off the ground. The tail gave it a kind 
of keel. Heaven knows what sort of infernal aerodynamics 
this generation is using. But I look for a lot of crashes 
before they work the bugs out of it. 

We worked our kites by the seat of our pants—we 
had no instruments and flew them blind. 

Little kids trailed along behind us as we ran. The 
little ones too young to fly kites. They ran alongside 
screaming while we fought for airlift. Kites with tails 
were more hazardous than the kites they fly nowadays. 
The tail often caught in trees. And many a fine kite of 
mine was finally abandoned on a string of inaccessible 
telephone wires. 


When a kite hung up on telephone wires, you 
got a long fishing pole. Then you sat on another 
boy’s shoulders and tried to poke it off. You were 
almost always about six feet short of the mark. 
After that you pegged rocks at it. But it never fell 
off. Those kite tails were like barbed wire. 


Often enough though, on a breezy March day, we got 
our kites airborne. Then you could sit on the green, green 
grass and feel the tugging message from outer space. A 
wonderful feeling of power and deep contentment, 


“YOU WANT ME to help you get it up?” I asked the 
boy. 

The boy did not answer. Just got very busy running 
in the opposite direction and giving the kite some profes- 
sional jerks. 

The kite did not want to get up in the sky very much. 
Finally it settled in the grass and the boy went over and 
puttered with it. 

I could tell he did not want company. He wanted to 
find spring all by himself. And here was winter, peering 
over his shoulder and giving a lot of last spring’s advice. 

So after awhile I went back in to the hot cakes and 
the newspapers. But there was no question, spring was 
outside twitching all around us.

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Tracing Ancient Man in an Alabama Cave 


Russell Cave, Recently Given to U.S., Provides 9000-Year Record of Early ‘Americans’

BRIDGEPORT, Ala., March 5. 

WHAT WAS MAN like thou- 
sands of years ago, in what is 
now northwest Alabama? 

Well, he was about 5 feet, 
2; perhaps troubled by bad 
teeth, pretty good at shaping 
flint spearheads with bone; a 
fisherman who used hooks 
made from toe bones of a deer, 
a person who was likely to 
make a better tomb for his dog 
than for himself, and a man 
whose mate was obviously a 
sloppy housekeeper. 

How do we know; did he 
leave records? In a way he 
did, in the form of artifacts 
found in Russell Cave here, 
oldest known home of early 
man in this area. The cave 
recently was given to the Fed- 
eral Government as a national 
archeological monument. 

Russell Cave amounts to 
a 9000-year time capsule left 
inadvertently by early “Ameri- 
cans.” The gift to the Govern- 
ment of the Alabama site was 
announced this month by the 
National Geographic Society. 

Fred A. Seaton, Secretary of 
the Interior, termed the site 
“one of the most important 
scientific archeological areas 
east of the Mississippi river.” 


His department has begun tak- 
ing steps to establish Russell 
Cave as part of the national 
park system. 

But tomorrow’s tourists can 
be no more fascinated than 
were the hard-bitten Tennes- 
see coal miners pressed into 
service here as the diggings 
got under way. 

“At first the miners, who 
were being paid better wages 
than they received for mining 
coal, regarded the slow prog- 
ress as a frightful waste of 
time and money,” Dr. Carl F. 
Miller, leader of the Geographic 
Society-Smithsonian Institution 
Expedition, wrote in National 
Geographic Magazine, “but 
gradually they changed their 
views.” 


As each man found some 
ancient and valuable relic, 
and its significance was ex- 
plained, he became an ardent 
convert. Few are immune 
to the mystery of the past. 


Two seasons of excavations 
have been carried out now, in 
this Alabama cave where the 
fires of Stone Age man flick- 
ered 3000 years before the 
building of the Great Pyramid 
of Egypt. No other site has re- 
vealed so detailed a record of 
occupancy for so long a period

Bones, tools, weapons and 
implements have lain buried 
for thousands of years protect- 
ed from the elements. 

“They lie where the occu- 
pants left them,” wrote Dr. 
Miller. “Layer upon layer, a 
record as easy to read as the 
tree rings in-a giant sequoia.” 

And here is where the ‘“‘mes- 
sy housekeeping” of innumera- 
ble forgotten wives paid off for 
today’s diggers.

Almost immediately, artifacts 
indicated a major discovery. 
Miller happened to have an 
archeological assignment in 
Tennessee—Bridgeport is near 
the Tennessee line—at the 
time. He was taken to the cave. 

“I remember my growing ex- 
citement at the first sight of 
the cave,” Miller recalled. “If 
there was a place where Stone 
Age cave men ought to have 
lived, this was it.” 

With a National Geographic 
grant he returned to the cave 
in April 1956—began recruit- 
ing experienced coal miners— 
whose interest in archeology 
was admittedly mild. 

Mouth of the cave is 107 feet 
across, 26 feet high. It faces 
the east. The cave curves 270 
feet into a limestone mountain. 
The floor is level and smooth 
and the cavern is naturally air- 
conditioned. 

The first day of digging 
peeled time back 300 years, in 
the form of rubbish left by 
relatively recent visitors. The 
expedition dug deeper. Small 
stone arrowheads disappeared 
and the diggers reached a time 
before introduction of the bow 
and arrow. They found larger 
stone points, for spears, some- 
times doubling as knives. 

Dr. Miller brings out a 
strange point. “As time pro- 
gressed, primitive Americans 
grew less skillful, or less pains- 
taking, at shaping stone. The 
finest points are the oldest— 
the Folsom points of 10,000 or 
more years ago.” 

The miners—no longer skep- 
tical about these goings-on— 
became vastly impressed; com- 


peted among themselves. to 
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see who could find the best 
artifacts. Also, they believed 
any turn of the trowel might 
uncover delightfully solid evi- 


dence of local legends about 
Cherokee gold and train rob- 
ber’s loot. Are the legends 
true? “If so,” said Dr. Miller, 


“we dug in the wrong place.” 


At 1000 B.C., cut off from 
the modern world by thick 
limestone walls, Miller could 
imagine what was happening 
at this time level; King Solo- 
mon ruling in Israel, the 
Egyptian civilization totter- 
ing, Rome and Cartage un- 
born. And the cave-dweller, 
how did he live then?

imals, with stone-tipped weap- 
ons—and he went loaded for 
bear, a formidable foe for a 
man with a spear But bear 
hunt he did, and he wore bear

He had a drippy roof in the 
moist cave, but apparently—to 
judge from postholes and prim- 
itive sewing instruments — 
made canopies of hides sewn 
together. He and his fellows 
ate around a fire, throwing the 
leftovers on the floor. When 
the mess got too bad, earth 
was brought in for a fresh start. 

The bow and arrow was still 
to come, but he had invented 
the mortar and pestle to grind 
wild grain,

hunting dogs; buried them in 
well-made stone tombs with a 
broken stone blade, perhaps a 
mark of affection. 


While archeologists crossed 
their fingers and hoped, mod- 
ern-day craftsmen—the miners 
—worked skillfully with dyna- 
mite. “Fire in the hole! Fire 
number one! Fire number 
two!’ Slabs would be knocked 
to pieces, but these miners 
never caused a single damag- 
ing rockfall. 


As the situation stands, no 
other site in North America 
has provided such detailed 
stratification covering so long 
a time span. 


“If men occupied the cave 
at the lowest level, the impor- 
tance of this site will be in- 
creased tremendously,” Dr. 
Miller said. “Only time and 
more work will tell us what 
still lies in the ancient soil be- 
neath our feet.” 


So, as modern man eves the 
moon and the future he also 
scrabbles with fascination at 
the past—for the mystery of 
time goes in both directions, as 
proved nowhere more than in 
Russel} Cave in Jackson coun- 
ty, Alabama.

City Boy and Some Country Slickers

ABOUT THIS TIME each 
year, when the weatherman 
can't make up his mind whether 
it is winter or spring, the aver- 
age city dweller begins think- 
ing about forays into the coun- 
tryside. He may be thinking in 
terms of a fishing trip on the 
Meramec river or the Current 
river.
